The green marble of Conne- 
mara, which is unsuited for out-of-door 
decoration, owes its wonderful colouring 
to the serpentine which permeates its 
curving layers and knotty bands. I

TRAMS OR ’BUSES? 


The popularity of tramcars as a means 
of travel seems to be declining in favour 
of buses, so far as Belfast is concerned, 
and this would give force to the agitation 
to scrap the whole tramway system, were 
it not & the large amount of capital in- 
volved, amounting, at least, to a couple 
of million pounds. 

The traffic receipts in the tramway sec- 
tion of our local transport for the two 
weeks ended the 19th inst. amounted to 
£20,303, indicating a decrease of £1,150 
as compared with the figures for the cor- 
responding period of last year, the number 
of passengers carried being 5,971,714, a 
decrease of 236,735 as against last year’s 
returns. 

On the other hand, in the omnibus sec- 
tion the receipts for the period mentioned 
amounted to £2,981, showing an in- 
crease of £221 over the similar period of 
the previous year, while the number of 
passengers carri was 579,605, an in- 
crease of 22,459. These figures are sig- 
nificant. Of course, the t of "buses 
is trifling in numbers compared with the 
tramcars, and the time is yet far distant 
when the tramway service will 
abolished. It is only a little over a 
quarter of a centary since the electric 
trams superseded the old horse-difawn 
vehicles in Belfast. 


IRELAND’S SONG BIRDS. 


A movement has been set on foot in 
Northern Ireland to educate the public 
concerning the recent legislation for the 
protection of wild birds. During the past 
few years there has been a great advance 
in the betterment of the laws to protect 
our songsters of the air. The lead was 
given by the Free State, which passed 
the Wild Birds Protection Act in 
1930, and then came the even more re- 
strictive measure of the Wild Birds 
Protection Act for Ulster, which came 
into operation last year, promoted by Mr. 
T J. Campbell, k. ,;, the Nationalist 
leader of the Northern Senate. He had 
the cordial support of all parties, and 
it was piloted by Mr. Joseph Devlin 
through the House of Commons, where

REPORTED RECAPTURE OF

In a leading article The Times to-day 
states :—~Military and diplomatic activities 
cohtinue side by side in the Far Eastern 
conflict to an extent that must be hard to 
arallel in any war of modern times. 
hile new Commanders-in-Chief were 
reported yesterday to have been appointed 
to both armies, and portions of the 
tactically important village of Kiangwan 
were changing hands between attackers 
and defenders, diplomatic relations be- 
tween the combatant nations have never 
been severed. The very existence of the 
League of Nations and the immensity of 
the interests of other countries in China— 
these of themselves make the continuance 
of diplomatic action unavoidable, and it 1s 
worth the serious attention of the Tokyo 
Government that the tendency of diplo- 
matic and public opinion must almost 
inevitably become more unfavourable to 
Japan the longer the conflict continues. 
It is not that the fundamental justice 
of the Japanese grievances is forgotten or 
disregarded, but all the principal treaties 
relating to China and the Briand-Kellogg 
Pact and the Covenant of the League are 
collective instruments, and Japan, thougb 
a signatory of all of them, has chosen to 
act single-handed. Japan, therefore, is 
bound to be placed in one category, the 
other Powers in another. It is not that 
the other Powers are willingly dissociating 
themselves from Japan—for it is the last 
thine that any of them desire to do—but 
that Japan has deliberately dissociated 
herself from the other Powers.

6 Be. experts of the French Air Ministry, 
who were deputed to examine the 
wreckage and report on the circumstances 
under which the Irish airman, Mr. M. G. 
A. Scally, met his death in a crash at 
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Tue Late MR. 
Marseilles while on a journey from Dublin 
to Ceylon, have just made their report, and 
I understand it attributes the accident 
mainly to an error of judgment on the part 
of the aviator, who is thought to have 
attempted to bank too quickly while at a 
height of from sixty to seventy feet above 
the ground, 

The experts say that they have found 
indications that the machine may have de- 
veloped before the crash a defect serious 
enough to render control difficult, and it 
is possible that it was this that forced the 
airman to come down so suddenly, instead 
of making another attempt to plane down 
from the correct altitude to ensure safety. 

This theory is borne out by testimony 
to the effect that when first seen approach- 
ing the ae¢rodrome the machine appeared 
to be flying with some irregularity. 


STRENGTH OF THE 
MACHINE, 


One of the experts is responsible for the 
opinion that the machine was not strong 
enough to cope with thé strong head-winds 
sometimes encountered in that part of the 
South of France, and it is suggested that 
it may have been after passing through a 
dangerous air pocket that the machine de- 
veloped the trouble suspected. It is also 
stated that the map in possession of the 
airman was not the most up-to-date, and 
may, therefore, have hampered a stranger 
to the route in ascertaining his exact bear- 
ings until he was directly over the landing 
point at a lower altitude than was con- 
sistent with the safe execution of a difficult 
manceuvre. 

In addition, I understand that a con- 
fidential supplement to the report will re- 
commend that steps should be taken to 
mark more clearly the location of the 
Marseilles Aerodrome and to elaborate the 
system of night and day signals in use at 
the aerodrome for the guidance of foreign 
airmen approaching it, 
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STANDARD OF AIE: 
WORTHINESS. 


As a general recommendation the experts 
suggest that the French Government 
should lay down a standard of airworthi- 
ness for machines destined for long- 
distance flights, and that other nations 
should be invited to come to an inter- 
national agreement with the same object in 
view, 

Regarding the events following the 
crash, it is added that all possible aid 
was given to the victim as soon as the ac- 
cident was noted, and that there was no 
delay in rushing him to the hospital, 
where the best possible care was avail- 
able. As an extra precaution, a specialist 
was brought from a distance by air and 
remained at hand until the death of the 
airman, but the injuries sustained were 
of such a nature that there was nothing 
medical or surgical skill) could do to 
avoid a fatal result. |

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ROAD ACCIDENT IN

Flying Officer George Maurice levers 
died yesterday as the result of an acci- 
dent while he was driving a motor car 
to Winchester from London. Just before 
1 a.m. the car collided with a stationary 
lorry at Bagshot. He was taken to hos- 
pital at Windsor, but died soon after- 
wards. 

He had been stationed at Worthy 
Down, near Winchester for two years, 
and was a popular member of the Officers’ 
Mess. He was a well-known Service Rugby 
footballer. |

MR. DE VALERA’S POLICY. 


There is, naturally, a good deal of 
speculation as to the matters which Mr. 
de Valera will put in the forefront of his

which have been canvassed during the 
general election campaign. Clearly, as 
President of the Executive Council, with 
all this responsibility which that position 
entails, he will be more restrained than 
in his capacity as leader of an Upposition 
without that responsibility. 
It is very probable that, in the early 
days of his administration, matters con- 
cerning the Budget will be closer to his 
mind than, say, the elimination of the 
oath, or the repeal of the Safety Act.

or lace, or formal-looking georgette, with, 
perhaps, a skilfully draped décolletée, than 
which there is nothing more sophisticated. 
There really seems an indication that the 
robe-de-style may come in again, in a different 
form, of course, for now that our milliners | 
have become historically minded, the dress 
makers look like following their example.

Variety in Skirt Length.

Waistlines and Sleeves. 


Waistlines are high, medium, and hip-bone 
line, and they are usually marked by belts, 
sashes, and girdles. Wide belts of fabric or 
leather are great fashion features, and ribbon- 
belts and sashes are used by many, many 
Paris dressmakers. The new patent-leather 
belts and sashes on day and evening dresses 
are a sensation. 

Sleeve treatments are very varied, and 
they are of every lensth. There is the tight 
sleeve with the small puff, the latter being 
placed in some cases at the top of the arm, 
while in others, it occurs just above the elbow. 
Most models have small cape-collars, on 
elongated yokes falling above the top of the 
arm.

Sieve together a quarter of a pound of flour 
and a quarter of a teasponnful of baking 
powder. Shred and rub into it two ounces 
of butter, lard, or good dripping. When this 
is freely rubbed in, make a hole in the centre 
of the flour and gradually add, with a very 
little water, three teaspoonfuls of anchovy 
essence. Use as little water as iain mó but 
mix it to the consistency of short-crust 
pastry. It should be of a pale pinkish colour, 
and must be thoroughly kneaded, so as to be 
of uniform tint. Then gn” it out into neat 
biscuits, about the size of the ton of a wine- 
glass, using a fancy cutter. Bake ten or 
fifteen minutes in a moderate oven.

I am 
sure a great deal could be done by makin 
a game of such instruction on all schoo 
walks, even if elaborate models are out of 
the question. Quite good games could be 
played in the school playground, one side 
supplying pointsmen and traffic “cops' and 
the other pedestrians, cars and bicycles. 


“ Blessed Sleep.” 


We are hopelessly unscientific! The train- 
ing of children in traffic is only one example; 
take another affecting grown-ups—that dread- 
ful sleeplessness that so often follows ‘flu, or 
descends on us after over-work and leads in 
a vicious circle to a breakdown again. Most 
of us “carry on ” with weary plaints and 
short tempers; some of us go to the doctor 
for sedatives, or take them on our own. Nine 
times out of ten common-sense will secure 
naturally “ the blessed sleep from heaven ”’ 
that slides into the soul. 

First, one must discover by experiment 
(everyone can experiment at week-ends ) what 
time one’s sleep has best quality. Left to 
myself I never wake before seven—but, oh! 
the torment I have suffered in other people's 
noisy houses. The moral is, if your most re- 
freshing sleep is between 6 and 9 a.m., see 
that you get it—arrange that the housework 
in the morning will not be the noisy kind; 
if light wakes you, have a screen round the 
bed-head, or, better still, a curtain on a 
hinged rod attached to the wall, so that you 
can pull it towards you at dawn to shut out 
the “unruly sun.” If you sleep best 
before midnight, don’t indulge in more than 
twa late evenings a week. 


Sound-Proof Walls. 


Are you sensitive to noise? Then, if you 
can, have sound-proof walls; if there is a 
room overhead or a corridor outside, see to 
it that there is good felt under the carpets 
and that the boards don’t creak. A baire 
door between sleeping quarters and the 
kitchen is a necessary luxury generally lack- 
ing in modern houses. Another mistaken 
economy is a small bedroom—after all, one 
spends about twenty years in bed. Besides, 
no one can sleep soundly and waken full of 
vitality who sleeps in a stuffy room. It 
should be a-large room; it may have plenty 
of wall cupboards, but should not be crowded 
with bookcases or high wardrobes to collect 
the dust; it should have dark-green or dark- 
blue blinds and windows that do not rattle. 
And there should be a current of air, prefer- 
ably across the ceiling, from the top of the 
window to a ventilator. On stuffy, 
airless nights, or in a town where tall 
buildings shut out what air there is, 
an electric fan near the bed should 
be turned on before going to bed, or if 
*you awaken with a feeling of suffocation. If 
with all these precautions you still find diffi- 
culty in dropping off, read a book that 
attracts more for its style than its story, and 
have an adjustable reading lamp on the 
head-rail. 


Prepare for Bed. 


And if you can’t arrange the universe 
to snit you, there is still something that can 
be done, Don’t leave all: preparations for 
bed till the last minute, when a delicious 
sleepiness descends on you, only to be chased 
away for endless hours as you finally rouse 
yourself to fill a hot-jar and get ready a 
‘‘nightcap.”” The last ten minutes before 
bed should be spent in a dressing-cown he 
fore the fire with a hot drink, the knowledge 
that one’s hed is warm, the window adjusted, 
the screen in place, and, if you are one of the 
world’s workers, everything readv for an 
early start in the morning—desnatch case 
packed, shoes. shining, office clothes ready. 
As for drinks, I must save my herd-earned 
wisdom on that topic for my next letter.

BOOKMAKER’S ACTION 
AGAINST BANK, 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

Michael P. Kennedv. bookmaker, Emmett 
street. Birr, Offaly, sued the Munster and 
Leinster Bank to recover £60, alleged to be 
the balance of the plaintiff's current account; 
and for £200 for defamation by returning a 
cheque of his marked “ Account closed.’’ 
Mr. Price, K.C., and Mr. W. Callan w(in- 
structed by Messrs. A. and L. Goodbody) 
appeared for the plaintiff. Mr. P. Lynch, 
K.C., and Mr. P, J. McEnery (instructed by 
Messrs. Conway and Cahill, Tullamore) ap- 
peared for the bank. 

The plaintiff, giving evidence, said that in 
March, 1929, he opened a bookmaking busi- 
ness in Tullamore, and appointed Patrick 
Bolger clerk. In June of the same year he 
went to Edenderry, and opened a similar 
business there, leaving Bolger in charge at 
Tullamore. During the time he was in 
Edenderry he gave no authority to Bolger 
or anyone else to draw cheques on his 
behalf. 

The witness then examined ten cheques, 
amounting to £60 2s. 2d., drawn on his ac- 
count. They purported to be signed by 
Michael Kennedy, he said, but the signa- 
ture was not his, and he had authorised 
no one to sign them. On the 18th October, 
1930, he received a letter from the bank in- 
forming him that his account was over- 
drawn by £9 18s. lld.. He went to-the bank 
and paid in £10, receiving 1s, ld. change. He 
was not told that his account was closed. 
Subsequently, a cheque made payable to his 
landlord was returned marked ‘* Account 
closed.”’ 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lynch, the plain- 
tiff said that, when he received the ls. 1d. 
change from the bank out of the £10 note, 
he knew that this squared his account, and 
that he had no money to his credit. He 
had no conversation with the bank clerk, 
however, and he was not told that his ac- 
count was closed, 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.
